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Essence Of Freedom 

"When I go free”, is a multi-used phrase among persons 
that are incarcerated. Their day on the calendar, their hour of 
recognition. Precious freedtm. Yes, fieedcm is a priceless 
commodity, but one of untold responsibility. The newly releas¬ 
ed inmate is much more appreciative of its meaning, after a 
period of confinement than is his counterpart on the street, 
who hasn’t experienced the dankness behind prison walls. 
Whether or not this releasee long enjoys his new found plea¬ 
sure will depend on his knowledge and understanding of the 
responsibilities, individually and colk ctively, that prevail. 

A condition of complete and total freedom, is non-existent 
unless one lives a life of uncompromising solitude, as does the 
hermit. Few men revel at the thought. When two people are 
together, such as marriage, each agrees to give up previous 
singular freedoms and privileges in order to gain a more plea¬ 
surable existence in the realm of absolute companionship. 
Speaking in a collective vein, the more numerous the indivi¬ 
duals, a greater degree of limiting personal freedoms exists, 
in order to attain overall mutal freedom and harmony. 

Illustratively; a mother cuts a pie into five pieces for her 
five children. The child that gets the smallest slice, screams 
that it is unfair. He wants justice, his fair share. On another 
occasion when this same child gets the largest of the slices, 
does he scream unfair, demand justice? Certainly not, because 
in this incidence his benefits were greater, receiving the largest 
slice of pie. We tend to demand justice, scream unfair, in order 
to obtain some greater personal gain. 

Correctional institutions are necessary for those individuals 
who cannot adjust to mutual freedoms enjoyed by society. These 
persons demand aloneness with collective rights. Solitary 
confinement within a prison is necessary for those, that once 
again, expect the collective rights, while practicing freedoms 
as an individualist. This cannot be allowed, thus, the aloneness 
of solitary confinement. 

Re-evaluate your conception of freedom, accept collective 
responsibility and you shall remain FREE.

"FORGOTTEN MAN” program, according to H. C. Kimbrell, 
chaplain. Fifty-two of these inmates were patients in the Kilby 
Hospital. 

Free World contributions to the Chapel fund, enabled the 
purchase of seven hundred and fifty, apples and oranges, one 
hundred twenty handkerchiefs, one hundred twenty tooth 
brushes, as well as one hundred twenty pairs of socks. 

H. L. Green and Keebler Co., of Montgomery, each supplied 
twenty five pounds of hard candy. Alaga Syrup Co., provided 
two hundred pencils, two hundred note books, and two 
hundred calenders. 

A crate of oranges, compliments of Robinson Spring Esso- 
Robinson Springs, Ala., plus'two bags of oranges given by the 
Millbrook Big Bear Stores, were distributed in addition to 
those purchased. 

Thirty-six shirts, sent in by Ragland High Schools "Youth 
For Christ” group, of Ragland, Ala., have been put on the 
front for those men leaving the institution. 

Shirts, socks, underwear, cakes and cookies were received 
from anonymous donors. 

Mr. & Mrs. Venus and Mrs. Madge Phillips, regular visitors 
to the Chapel every first and third Sunday, brought home¬ 
made candy and home-make cakes for the packages.

"Once a Day ”, her first re¬ 
cording, was a hit, and many 
of her songs since, have been 
equally successful. 

The top of the Country 
Music ladder was reached in 
1965, when Connie joined the 
Grand Ole Opera. She claim¬ 
ed stardom, and her star con¬ 
tinues to shine brightly with 
each current appearance. As 
a guest star on the Lawrence 
Welk Show, Connie Smith 
proved that she is a favorite 
out of the Country Music 
Field as well as within.

an application would have to 
present several) references and 
sign an affadavit that he had 
never been convicted of a fel¬ 
ony. All frying pans would 
be registered with the police. 
Then,if one were lost or stolen 
it would be easier to trace - es- 
specially if it were used in 
the commission of a crime. 

Penalties for any violations 
of the frying Pan Act should 
be stiff enough to deter any 
would-be criminal. We be- 
leive that anyone who is de¬ 
praved enough to use a frying 
pan during the commission of 
a crime ( such as burglary or 
forgery, for example ) should 
get at least five years in pri¬ 
son Also, anyone who know¬ 
ingly transports a frying pan 
interstate should suffer the 
full penalty of the law r . 

We urge all law-abiding citi¬ 
zens to join us in stamping out 
the horrible traffic in frying 
pans. Further, we suggest that 
the FBI investigate a possible 
connection between hardware 
stores and the Maffia.
